General Condy lis, howev er, is ex ­ 
pected to form a temporary cabinet on 
the understanding that elections shall 
be conducted not later than October. 
General Pangalos has been interned 
on the Island of Aegnia in a priv ate 
building, not a common prison. 
Nothing has been definitely decided 
upon as to his trial, but General Con­ 
dy lis repeatedly 
has told those 
de­ 
manding the death penalty that the 
former dictator would be tried accord­ 
ing to law. 
The new gov ernment probably will 
set up a special court for this purpose.
